Each individual associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good 
faith in dealing with the Of5i:«, "whiUincludiM a duty to disdoM , ^ 

patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose infomuition exists with respect to each pending claim until the claun is canceled 
or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes abandoned. Information material to the patentability of a clam tot is 
canceled or wididrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the information is not material m the pateiltabihty of any Claim 
remaining under consideration in the appHcation. There is no duty to subtnit mfoimation which is not material t» the patei^bility of any 
existing claim. The duty to disclose aU infonnation known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all information known
